2. In response to your approval of our request, a CIA 
team consisting of representatives of your Office of Training 
and TSS conducted demonstrations during 1958 for selected military 
personnel and members of the 1st Special Forces Group at Okinawa, 
nnL 7 I th Special ^ces Group at Fort Bragg, N.C., and the 
10th Special Forces Group at Bad Tolz, Germany. Demonstrations 
abroad were held under the sponsorship of your Senior War 
Planners, and a representative of your Office of Logistics 
accompanied the team furnishing guidance to military planners on 
DOD-CIA logistics procedures. 


3. In addition to providing us with a basis for determining 
our wartime requirements for these items, these demonstrations, 
which were conducted with a high degree of professional and 
technical competence by your representatives, materially advanced 
our joint UW war planning effort and contributed substantially 
to a better understanding by our field commanders of the potentials 
of unconventional warfare.
